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Two-Party System 
Is the Better Way 


Georgia Republicans will get together 
tonight in Atlanta for a fund - raising 
dinner and to hear an address by Thrus- 
ton Morton, chairman of the GOP Na- 
tional Committee. 


The state welcomes the GOP chieftain 
and will be interested in what he has to 
say. There is a strong nucleus of Repub- 
licans in the state who have tried hard 
and more successfully than any group in 
the past to give the party a prestige which 
leadership of former years did not earn. 

As proved in the last two presidential 
elections, Georgia has a sizeable minority 
group which will vote Republican pro- 
vided the party can produce acceptable 
candidates. The present leadership not 
only has tried to produce such candidates 
but has given the party a respectability 
and purpose which badly was needed. 

Those of us—even though we be Dem- 
ocrats—who for so long have seen the 
need for a genuine two-party system in 
Georgia and the South often have been 
at a dead end because of the lack of in- 
terest by the national GOP organization. 
Assuming that the Solid South would re- 
main the Solid South, the GOP when in 
power succeeded in alienating many 
would-be supporters through patronage 
practices. The term “Post Office Repub- 
licans” was no misnomer. 

In recent years the trend has been to 
try to overcome those policies which 
doomed the GOP in the South—policies 
which hurt the region economically and 
otherwise. Republican leadership in re- 
cent years has begun to make a bid to 
make the GOP a really national party. 

e region today is essentially con- 
servative in its politics. This still finds 
expression, however, through the Demo- 
cratic Party organizations which domi- 
nate most states and which rig election 
laws to make it difficult for a powerful 
second party to emerge. 

But the South is changing and Geor- 
gia is changing. Political systems geared 
to an agrarian economy are giving way 
to those which no longer will ignore in- 
dustrialization of the region and the ur- 
banization which follows. 

Thoughtful persons hope the GOP 
renaissance in the South will continue 
and that its vigorous new leadership will 
receive due encouragement.

Let Television Industry 
Put Its House in Order 


President Eisenhower, announcing 
that he had asked Atty. Gen. Rogers to 
study the television quiz-show scandals, 
rightly declared that the federal govern- 
ment must steer clear of action which 
would amount to censorship. 

But something must be done to pro- 
tect the gullible public from being vic- 
timized by unscrupulous producers and 
promoters which is so painfully evident. 
If the FCC does not have authority to 
prevent such unethical practices, it should 
be given such or else it should be re- 
placed by an agency which does. 

Belatedly the networks, especially Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting Co., are moving to 
police themselves. The outraged public 
reaction against the essentially phony 
practices in the television industry calls 
for nothing less. Irresponsibility of ex- 
ecutive leadership, regardless of all the 
buck-passing, is the basic cause. 

The television industry must set its 
house in order. Unless it does, the de- 
mand for even stricter regulation, even 
censorship, will grow. In spite of its 
gullibility, the American public is not a 
collective idiot. Let the networks act 
accordingly.

Ike’s Push for Summit 
Impeded by De Gaulle 


President Eisenhower has repeated his 
belief that an early summit meeting of 
the Western powers is needed. This is 
an indirect answer to. France’s Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle. He does not want such 
a conference before spring. 


‘The reason is obvious. Gen. de Gaulle 
is obsessed with his belief in his destiny 
to restore France to her position of 
“glory.” He wants to explode France’s 
first atomic bomb before any such meet- 
ing so he can sit as an atomic equal. 
This is his major reason for delay. : 


The second is that he would be em- 
barrassed to meet now without some so- 
lution to his Algerian crisis. At any 
rate, the world must wait for Gen. de 
Gaulle and the glory of France. 

Here we have an excellent, if dis- 
maying, illustration of why the Western 
nations are so often at a disadvantage. 
We do not have enough unity. France 
long ago subordinated NATO to second 
or third priority. 
oF National self-interest is always a fac- 

ter, but De Gaulle bluntly makes it. his 
whole consideration. The Rusgians will 


not fail to note this new evidence of the 
general’s open disagreement with the 
United States and Gyeat Britain. 

The President by speaking out re- 
veals indirectly his own dissatisfaction 
with “la glorie.” We can only hope he 
and the British will be able to persuade 
the general to change his mind.

Little Rock Paid Price 
For Closing of Schools 


In spite of statements to the contrary, 
including mouthings of Gov. Faubus him- 
self, the school crisis in Little Rock had 
a terrifically adverse effect on the city’s 
economy. 


Gov. Faubus said recently that he saw 
no bad effect on the state’s economy. 
How he can divorce the economy of Lit- 
tle Rock from that of the state is hard to 
figure but the facts show that the state’s 
capital city was hard-hit. 

A study by the Women’s Emergency 
Committee To Open Our Schools, a Little 
Rock organization, shows that almost 
every aspect of the city’s economy suf- 
fered. New industry shunned the city 
entirely in 1958 and 1959 with not a 
single new plant being opened and ex- 
pansions of existing plants declined dras- 
tically. 

The number of new families declined 
greatly and sales of homes were off 20 
to 25 per cent with vacancies in rental 
homes also up about 20 per cent. Resi- 
dential building declined and the gain in 
personal income in the city was below 
the state average with effective buying 
income declining by 7 per cent while the 
state gained 6 per cent. 


Business volume increased less than 
the state as a whole and professional peo- 
ple fled the city in droves with jobs thus 
left vacant almost impossible to fill. 


‘The Little Rock experience is for all 
to see. Closing the schools was a disaster 
which will require years to overcome. 
This biting off the nose to spite the face 
did great damage to the city and thus to 
the State of Arkansas. And the city’s 
loss was for someone else’s gain.

Continue To Increase 


Chatham County Rep. Frank Cheat- 
ham Jr. has weighed the unfairness of 
the county unit system against inequities 
in legislative apportionment and decided 
the latter constitutes the greater wrong. 


While his choicé as to which of the 
two is more detrimental to representative 
government may be subject to debate, 
Rep. Cheatham is absolutely right in 
urging modifications to both. 


In regard to legislative apportionment, 
the Chatham lawmaker cited census fig- 
ures which showed the eight largest 
counties contained 35.6 per cent of-the 
population and the 24 smallest had 3.6 
per cent. Yet the latter had the same 
total of votes in the House as the former. 


The statistics referred to were based 
on the 1950 census. Greater disparities 
can be expected when returns are in from 
the 1960 nose-count. 

New population figures will show that 
“representative government” in Georgia 
is becoming more and more of a mockery.

Public’s Still Confused 
About Farm Problem 


Two views on the farm problem per- 
mit the puzzled taxpayer, aware of the 
millions paid out each year for storing 
surpluses, to become more puzzled. 


Sen. Richard B. Russell, perhaps the 
best-informed senator on agricultural 
matters and a specialist in farm legisla- 
tion, attacks the Benson program as hav- 
ifig failed. 


This is certainly true. It has failed. 
It has cost more, too. But what needs to 
be said here is that all previous plans 
also failed. One reason the Benson pro- 
gram costs more is the compounded fail- 
ure of past attempts. They did not serve 
the farmer too well and they did great 
harm to the taxpayer who to this day 
pays for stored surpluses. 

So there isn’t any doubt about failure 
of the Benson plan—and its predecessors. 

Now comes Erwin D. Canham, editor 
and president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. The answer 
as he sees it is fairly simple. There are, 
he says, too many farmers. This, of 
course, is a raw nerve in political circles. 
Farmers vote. And those who are pinched 
usually vote against those who haven't 
eased the pinch. 

The Department of ‘Agriculture esti- 
mated some years ago there about 2.- 


500,000 farmers ‘who were not able to. 


compete because of too-small farms, poor 
soil or lack of capital to purchase neces- 
sary equipment.

Farm Bureau Insurance President Blasts 


Present Proposal on Agent Qualifications 


Macon — In regard to your edi- 
torial, “‘Let’s Strengthen Rules 
for Insurance Agents,” we believe 
careful study of the proposed 
amendments concerning the li- 


censing of agents in Georgia will 


reveal that the opposition of our 
company and the insurance in- 
dustry in general to these pro- 
posals is justified. 


Our opposition is based on the 
following points: 

1. The proposed changes would 
require that an agent meet cer- 
tain educational requirements or 
that he receive a certain amount 
of training under presently _li- 
censed agents. It is not possible 
at present to secure the type of 
formal training referred to in 
most localities and even if such 
training were made available it 
would not be practical for the 
average person desiring to get 
into the insurance business to re- 
ceive such training. So the only 
course left to & prospective agent 
would be to receive his training 
under a presently licensed agent. 
This would in effect produce a 
“closed shop” in the insurance 
field. 

2. The cost of licensing an agent 
under this procedure would be 
considerable and in the final 
analysis would be borne by the 
insurance purchaser. 

3. The proposed changes ap- 
parently were adopted from the 
Florida Code and may not neces- 
sarily solve problems that exist 
in this state. 

4. If the proposals are adopted 
the possession of an agent's li- 
cense in this state will be the pos- 
session of a vested franchise. This 
will lead to the raiding of one in- 
surance company by another in 
order to secure licensed agents. 
This could have a highly detri- 
mental effect on the insuring pub- 
lic. 

5. The proposal also makes ref- 
erence to the fact that an agent 
tu qualify must have training in 
all lines of insurance. Many com- 
panies do not write all lines of 
insurance. 

Our company favors high 
standards for those engaged in 
the insurance business. Our com- 
pany and other companies have 
presented some suggestions which 
will Jead us in this direction with- 
out some of the undesirable fea- 
tures of the present proposal.

Steel Strike Aids 
Red ‘Burial’ Threat 


WASHINGTON—In Moscow and in Washing- 
ton, in Los Angeles and in Krasnoyarsk, and 
elsewhere Premier Khrushchev over and over 


again predicts with confident enthusiasm that ‘We'll i you.” 
Few Americans, I think, believe that Soviet communism can out- 
strip a powerful, purposeful, free nation like the United States. Not 
by itself, not by its own regimental exertions alone, not unless we 


help, too. 

For more than 100 days now 
we have been helping Khru- 
shchev’s zestful enterprise might- 
ily—the enterprise of proving that 
the Communist system can out- 
strip, outproduce, outdistribute 
and outdistance the best that a 
free society can do. 

Few things could help Mr. K.’s 
cause more than the unsettled 
steel strike which has held the 
nation’s economy in its stultify- 
ing grip for more than 14 weeks. 

Patiently and sometimes impa- 
tiently Khrushchev has explained 
that he never meant that Soviet 
communism would bury us under 
the sod. What he does mean—and 
he isn’t fooling—is that Soviet 
communism will prove itself to 
be so much more efficient than 
the free-wheeling economy of the 
United States in anything it tries 
to do, whether it be missiles or 
luniks or consumer goods, that it 
will soon catch up and surpass 
our standard of living—with the 
result that the rest of the world 
will want communism by choice. 

Most Americans ‘have tended 
to believe that if the contest with 
communism could be centered 
primarily upon economic compe- 
tition—on which can show the 
greater capacity for growth, for 
productivity and for sharing the 
fruits of this productivity with all 
the people—that this would be 
made to order for us, that we 
couldn't possibly lose.

One may not predict with any 
certainty that the federals would 
be able to control traffic deaths.

The State Patrol has an excel- 
lent Accident Reporting Division. 
The cause.of practically every 
death is known. The 1959 annual 
report of the patrol lists the fol- 
lowing among ‘Driver Violations 
Indicated”’ in the state's 957 auto- 
mobile fatalities: 

—140 under influence of alco- 
hol. 

—216 exceeded stated speed 
limit. 

—55 exceeded safe 
not stated speed.

fact: There was something wrong 
with the highways—ruts, defective 
shoulders, poor surface, etc.—in

Certainly many crashes are 
practically unavoidable, the re- 
sult of car defects coming with- 
out warning, of human error and 
other reasons impossible to leg- 
islate against. 

But before federal intervention 
it does seem the sate could leg! 
late against damn fools. Place 
large signs on every highway in 
the state declaring that the li- 
cense of anyone caught violating 
the stated safe speed limit or 
driving under the influence would 
automatically be suspended. 
(Speed limits would vary accord- 
ing to type of road, 50 to 70 
miles per hour perhaps. ) 

All violators would not be 
caught, of course, but “hanging 
over every driver would be the 
absolute word of his fate if he 
were caught. He would not be al- 
lowed to drive, the length of sus- 
pension depending upon his past 
record. 

_ Draconian, yes, but such a law 
might cut down on highway 
deaths.

After five gruelling games Georgia Tech’s weary troops 
should be able to catch their breath against a sub-par Tulane 
outfit. The Greenies haven’t defeated Tech since 1949, and 
they have come close but once in four years. 


Barring a complete reversal of form by both teams, Tech fig- 
ures to win handily. Unless Coach Bobby Dodd ‘is anxious to im- 
press the Sugar Bowlers the margin may not be too wide. Dodd 
seldom pours it on an opponent. Last season, for example, Tulane 
didn't enter Tech territory, but the Engineers won by a mere 14-0 
margin. They're favored by the same spread this outing. 


Tech, of course, figures to be at least three touchdowns stronger °
